“Captain 
Porey Scott, C-B., of FMS. Terrible, was ap- 
pealed to and asked if he could suggest any 
means of floating the sunken dredger. the Canton 
‘River, a8 the Admiralty work in tha Naval Yard 
ixtension was being seriously delayed through 
want of dredging, Captain Scott consented to 
make a trial, and Jast night his efforte were: 
nearing: success, while. to-day. providing the 
tackle stands the strain, the dredger will «bo 
turned on an even keel ready for float- 
ing. For the information of our readers 
who may be anzious to learn how the almost 
completed operation has bean performed, we may 
recapitalata the ‘information we gave s few 
days ago.

THE STRANGE PURPLE’ SPOTS. 


“* Ona cold wet day in December, seven years 
ago, T went to my sister’s funeral—a ‘rad enough 
thing in itgelfi—and one that proved serious to 
me. I will speak of it simply and briefly og I 
can: :
